The Condition of Scozland, hath been fo confider'd by His Majeſty, 
That He hath not only conſented unto rheir Laws, which have Eftabliſhed 
their Church-Government, as tis now Reformed ; but more than once or 
twice aſſured them of His Reſolution to maintain that Church Goyern- 
ment among them. This Greateſt of Monarchs that ever Sat on the 
Throne of Great Britain, and belt of Kings at this Day Swaying a Scep- 
ter upon Earth, hath now given Your Excellency the Command over 
New-England ; and a People that 'are a Nation of Non-Conformiſts, which 
thoſe in Scotland juſtly look upon as their United Brethren.
